Nobody bot attendants and the physician 
la charge wu permitted to aeehertoday. 

Jewell, the attending physician, 
said: "Mra. Terry spent a compara- 
tively ctey night, although she did not 
Bleep as nmch aa a well person would. I 
have found her to be very sensitive and 
every little while an expression of pain 
comes over her face when she thinks 
some imaginary personage is telling her 
•beta wrong in something or other. If 
there la one thing more than another 
that she likes, it is to make her believe 
you think that all her 'past actions were 
proper and right." 


Mammy Fleaeant, the colored nurse, 


who alpo spent the day with the' de- 
mented woman, said that Mrs. Terry 
frequently called for her brother Morgan, 
'rom whom she became eatrayed at the 
time of the Sharon trial, and who is now 
in Eurbpe. 


Stockton— Sarah Althea Terry arrived 


at the Insane asylum here tonight ac- 
companied by a deputy sheriff and a 
matron oTth'e sheriff's office. The 'trip 
was uneventful. 
Mrs. Terry was in- 


;ensely spiteful toward tho matron, 
kicking her and sticking pins Into her. 


Mrs. Terry did not recognize Lathrop, 


where her husband was shot, tho station 
laving been burned a short time ago. 
She thought Stockton was Lathrop and 
refused to leave the train, but the 
offi- 


cers forced her in o a carriage, and she 
was taken to the asylum. She resisted 
being taken in and finally when tbey 
;hrust her through the doorway, she 
said to the officers, "I suppose you are 
eatiaGed now that you have got me in the 
asylum." 


The insane woman objected to being 


aken into the receiving ward and was 
removed- by force. 
There she gave no 


rouble and was given a bath and put to 
wil. The matron of the aBjltmnsaid she 
did not expect much trouble from Mra. 
Terry.

Charles G. Smith, president of the 


NOT York chamber of commerce, SB in 
the city of San Francisco, and on a re- 
cent evening made »n interesting speech 
before a company of business men of 
that city. The speech waa largely de- 
voted to the all-important question of 
transportation.

Mr. 
Smith eaid: 


"It Fcerce to me that you do not quite 


appreciate the importance of that caual 
to yonr interest*. I (solemnly believe 
that within one year alter that canal is 
finished you will double the price of 
every cultivated acre of laud in Cali- 
fornia. 'WnyT In all the largo cities of 
the United Stales the radius of their 
business IB beginning to be circum- 
scribed. In New York city we hare 
already lost the jobbing buBinesH west of 
the lakes. The business of Chicago iH 
beicR circumscribed in the earoe way. 
She haa to divide with Kansas City, 
Omaha, and then again with Denver. 
Each one of these large and important 
places is becoming the center of a traffic 
and a radini which is all their own. 


"It-Beems to me that you here in Cali- 


fornia, with your enormous capacity for 
prod net ion, lack laclUliee for getting to a 
market. You cannot ihlp wheat 3000 
miles by railroad and compete with the 
northwest; that is dead eure. 0! course 
you can ship it round the Horn in sailing 
veBBels pretty cheap, bnt at the same 
time, when you wantaqulckmatketand 
when it IB going to make 5 or 10 cents a 
bushel difference in Liverpool whether 
yon get it there in eii weeks or four 
monthi, it makes a very important dif- 
ference In the value of your land hero. I 
am willing to ndmit that we are not en- 
tirely unselfish about it. In Now York 
we are, perhaps it is not too much to fifty, 
thft financial center of the UnHedlfilatea. 
No large financial transactions are ea- 
.joyed unless eomo of us in New York get 
our modest commission of an eighth or a 
quarter. You cannot have prosperity in 
any part of the country that wo do not 
feel it in New York. 
I do not know bat 


what some of the railroads might oppose 
it here. It would be a verr great mis- 
take If they did. 
The railroad i would 


share in the general prosperity which 
w:uld come from the Nicaragua canal. 


"We aometimea indulge in a very 


lileseaat vision ia New York that it will 
some day take the place of London and 
regulate the exchange of the world. This 
will never come to pus until the Nic- 
aragua canal or some o ther connection is 
made connecting the Atlantic and Pa- 
cific, and giving ns a shorter way by 
water to the great Orient."

haflo of trees, and yet in places where 
omething green to cover tho ground ia 
desired, a number of plants havo been 
named in Median's Monthly as being 
adapted for furnishing theao green siir- 
'uccs. Tho common i>criwinklo is one 
if tho host known. Another excellent 
hing is somo of tho species of Hypcri- 
cum. Two European Bpecie3, H. calyo.- 
mn and H. audrosuiiefolium, thrive par- 
icularly in theao comparatively dry and 
hady places. Another very lino thing 
& tho Japanese honeysuckle. It keeps 
very low and perhaps is a bettor substi- 
uto for grass than many of tho others 
mmed. Thcro are two forms which can 
10 employed for thia purpose—one fro- 
[ucntly known in catalogues as Halli- 
ina and tho other form as tho L. brachy- 
wtria. Thia is more generally known 
as tho Japanese evergreen honeysuckle, 
although tho varieties aro all moro or 
ess evergreen. Tina particular ono is 
more fond of trailing than tho others. 


Tho Itcjioniu oa u HcdiUng Plant. 


Mr. John Thropo said at tho annual 


convention of American florists: 


In regard to tho employment of tho 


mberous begonia as ft bedding plant 1 
lave found if tho bulbs aro kept over 
during tho winter in a cold place, ono in 
which you can keep potatoes, and if tho 
julbs are planted out at about tho eamo 
ime that you would plant potatoes, tho 
result is a great deal moro satisfactory 
than it is when"the plant is subjected to 
artificial treatment previous to planting 
out. I ana satisfied that this is an im- 
portant factor in the success of tho bego- 
nia as a bedding plant. Therefore my 
advice to yon who, aro interested ia to 
buy the bulb Iho saino as you buy the 
gladiolus or lily and to plant them at 
about the saino time.
